As 
indicated  therein,  the  Surplus  increased  by  $5,690.11  dur-

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as 
well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were 
checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected 
taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpay- 
ers as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts 
of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this 
report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be 
necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current 
liabilities)  increased  from  $5,604.29  to  $6,994.40  during 
1960,  as  shown  herewith.  Inasmuch  as  there  were  no  out- 
standing long  term  notes  or  bonds  as  of  December  31, 
1960  the  surplus  of  $6,994.40  as  indicated  in  the  Balance 
Sheet  (Exhibit  A-l)  was  entirely  current  surplus.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 

Your  road  agent  reports  a  hard  winter  complete  with 
flood  in  the  fall  and  a  great  deal  of  ice  with  a  storm  which 
carried  the  label  a  "Historical"  Storm  on  March  4,  1960. 

We  had  a  number  of  roads  that  had  not  been  completely 
repaired  after  the  previous  fall  flood  so  they  were  carried 
over  to  this  year.  Namely  Russell  Dam  Rd.,  Marienfield 
Camp  Rd.,  Bradshaw  Rd.,  East  &  West  Side  Rds.,  at  Sil- 
ver Lake. 

Three  bridges  were  done  over  with  new  planks  and 
stringers.  The  abutments  were  built  up  and  strengthened 
on  Long  Pond,  Sargent  Camp  and  Jacquith  Rds.  Bridges. 
A  total  of  15  culverts  were  removed  and  were  replaced 
with  new  and  longer  ones. 

The  grader  has  really  proven  its  worth  in  both  summer 
and  winter  as  it  now  gives  us  three  pieces  of  equipment 
to  keep  our  roads  open  in  the  winter  and  graded  in  the 
summer. 

The  town  dump  still  poses  a  problem.  My  only  solution 
is  to  have  this  open  on  certain  days  of  the  week  and  to 
have  it  made  available  to  our  residents  only. 

My  thanks  to  all  who  have  helped  to  make  our  work 
easier  and  more  pleasant  in  any  way  during  this  past  year.

Article  6:  Motion  was  made  to  authorize  the  school 
board  to  enter  into  High  School  Tuition  contracts  with 
Keene  High  School  at  the  rate  of  $480.00  per  pupil  for  the 
school  year  1960-61,  with  Marlboro  High  School  at  the 
rate  of  $390.00  per  pupil  and  other  approved  High  Schools. 
It  was  so  voted. 

Article  7:  Motion  was  made  to  see  if  the  district  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Fifty  Dollars  to  be  used  as  matching  funds  for  Federal 
Aid  to  science  and  mathematics  courses,  and  to  authorize 
the  acceptance  of  such  Federal  Fund.  It  was  so  voted. 
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Article  8:  Motion  was  made  to  see  if  the  district  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Fifty  Dollars  ($150.)  as  the  district  share  of  support  for 
Educational  TV  station  WENH.  After  some  discussion  and 
an  explanation  from  Mr.  Clark  the  motion  was  passed. 

Article  9:  Mr.  Colony  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  dis- 
trict will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  withdraw  from 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($300.),  which  was  voted  in  1958,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  playground  of  Wells  Memorial  School.  The 
motion  was  passed  and  a  committee  consisting  of  Gordon 
Getty,  Ray  Phillips,  Ralph  Clark  and  William  Bemis  was 
appointed  to  carry  this  out. 

Article  10:  The  question  was  asked  about  voting  town 
money  to  pay  pupils  tuition  to  a  private  school.  Mr.  Clark 
is  to  obtain  information  and  report  on  this. 

Mrs.  Spaulding  made  the  motion  that  we  give  Mr.  Clark 
a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  his  patience  and  explanations 
and  cooperation  with  the  school  board.

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  HARRISVILLE: 

Again  it  is  my  pleasure  as  Principal  of  Wells  Memorial 
School  to  make  my  annual  report. 

School  opened  in  September,  1960  with  an  enrollment 
of  90  distributed  in  the  following  grades: 
Mr.  Wyman,  Grades  7-8  23 

Mr,  Burbank,  Grades  5-6  28 

Mrs.  Wyman,  Grades  3-4  19 

Mrs.  Libby,  Grades  1-2  19 

90 

Since  September  we  have  lost  one  pupil  that  moved  out 
of  town,  and  have  gained  three  making  a  current  total  of 
92. 
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Miss  Joanne  Beaudoin  former  third  and  fourth  grades 
teacher  was  forced  to  resign  during  the  summer  because 
of  extended  illness,  and  Harrisville  was  fortunate  to  secure 
Mrs.  Harriette  Wyman  of  Keene  to  fill  that  vacancy.  Mrs. 
Wyman  taught  grades  7  and  8  in  Bedford,  New  Hamp- 
shire and  then  substituted  in  all  grades  for  two  years  be- 
fore retiring  from  teaching  to  bring  up  her  family  of  three 
children.  Last  year  she  taught  English  in  grades  8,  9,  and 
10  in  Alstead,  New  Hampshire. 

Mrs.  Marian  Sabin  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  to  accept  a  one  grade  position  in  Troy,  New  Hamp- 
shire. Her  position  in  grades  5  and  6  here  was  filled  by 
Thomas  Burbank  who  is  a  newcomer  to  the  field  of  teach- 
ing. 

Mrs.  Sabin  is  sincerely  missed  here  at  Wells  Memorial 
School.  She  was  a  very  worthwhile  member  of  the  staff 
and  gave  much  to  the  persons  who  came  in  contact  with 
her.  We  wish  her  much  success  in  Troy. 

This  year  Mrs.  Wyman's  room  has  been  interrupted  sev- 
eral times  for  voting  purposes.  This  is  unfortunate  and 
much  classroom  time  was  lost  because  of  it.  It  is  hoped  in 
the  future  that  some  arrangements  may  be  made  to  avoid 
such  confusion.  A  school's  primary  purpose  is  to  dispense 
learning. 

This  year  only  one  cadet  teacher  has  been  assigned  to 
Wells  Memorial  School.  Mr.  Raymond  Clark  will  work  in 
grades  7  and  8  during  the  last  quarter.  Mrs.  Scott,  the 
Art  Supervisor,  will  have  an  art  major  cadet  teacher 
working  with  her  for  the  second  semester. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Hewitt,  Helping  Teacher,  has  proven  in- 
valuable in  handling  many  details  that  make  the  admin- 
istration of  Union  #38  run  more  smoothly. 

To  Damon  Russell,  former  Helping  Teacher,  now  with 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  we 
wish  much  success. 

Mrs.  John  Care  is  now  teaching  the  Natural  Science 
Course  in  grades  5  and  6.  She  replaces  Mrs.  Hester  Under- 
bill who  resigned  last  winter. 

With  matched  funds  from  Harrisville  and  the  Federal 
Government  $300.00  worth  of  new  science  equipment  has 
been  added  to  the  science  aids  now  available  for  the  in- 
struction of  the  pupils  in  Wells  Memorial  School. 

On  several  occasions  the  window  in  the  door  of  the 
school  has  been  broken  and  unknown  persons  have  enter- 
ed the  school.  This  is  unfortunate  as  the  taxpayer's  money 
could  be  put  to  better  use  than  to  repair  unnecessary 
damage.  All  citizens  should  try  very  hard  to  impress  the 
young  people  in  town  how  wrong  this  vandalism  is. 
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The  instruction  at  Wells  Memorial  School  remains  su- 
perior. You  are  to  be  congratulated  because  of  your  hon- 
est desire  to  give  your  children  the  very  best. 

This  year  the  Testing  Program  has  been  expanded  to 
include  the  Iowa  Silent  Reading  Test.  This  test  was  given 
in  grades  4  through  8.  These  test  results  will  give  us  still 
more  concrete  information  concerning  our  pupils'  abil- 
ities, and  where  we  need  to  place  more  stress. 

Grades  5  and  6  in  late  May  attended  Otter  Lake  Conser- 
vation Camp  in  Greenfield,  New  Hampshire  for  a  week  of 
outdoor  education.  It  proved  to  be  a  stimulating  exper- 
ience and  one  of  many  rewards  for  the  children  that  at- 
tended. This  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  you  have  given 
the  pupils  of  Harrisville  and  one  that  should  be  continued 
to  be  given. 

Again  we,  the  staff  of  Wells  Memorial  School,  invite  you 
to  visit  us  at  the  school.  You  are  always  welcome  and  we 
look  forward  to  seeing  you.
